Did you know that 
there's a disc golf course in Keney Park, located 
cross ffor the St.Francis Medical Center on Vine 
Street? What isi? Dise golf is 

very similar to Frisbee eof, in 
Which players throw the 
Frisbee a target. Inthe park's 
new version, players complete 
bole by throwing a disc from 
the tee area toward a target, 
thea throwing again from 
where the previous tow land- 
ed until the target is reached. 
Like stroke count in golf, the 
‘number of throws a player uss to reach each target is 
counted and players try to complete each hole in the 
lowest number of total throws. Each hole staris with 
1 teeing area and is completed once the disc lands in 
the “hole”, which is a dise-catching target. While 
disc golfan be played with jst one disc, ou ean use 
diferent dises which are designed to ly with differ- 
ent characteristics such as being used to hook and 
curve around obstacles, rll onthe ground, or ly over 
t1ees I's game played in about 40 counties. In sea- 
son, about 200 people a week play at Keney. Disc 
golf is also very easy to lear and a very affordable 
spor. If you ean throw a Frisbee, you can play disc 








olf The discs canbe purchased for around $10, and 
there's no charge to use the course. I's perfectly suit- 
fed to meet Covid-19 distancing requirements and it 
sels you outdoors, providing a litle exercise, includ- 
ing upper and lower body conditioning, aerobic exer- 
cise, and also promotes a com- 
bination of physical and men- 
tal abilities with very litle risk 
of physical injury. 
‘Concentration skils increase 
bby mastering shots and negot- 
ating obstacles. Players of lim- 
ited fitess levels can start 
slowly and gradually increase 
their level of play as fitness 
improves. Scheduling is flexi- 
ble; @ round takes one 1 two hours and even can be 
played alone 
The 18-hole course was approved and work began,
